We  are   very   glad  to  state  thai  we  were 
altogether  mistaken  in  our  complaint  one 
week  ago  against  the  coffee  exporters  of  this 
city  in  regard  to  the  publication  of  their 
protest  against  a  part  of  the  new  consular 
declarations,  the  signers  of  the  protest  hav- 
ing had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the 
publication   in   question,     We  have   since 
learned  that  the  document  was  given  to  the 
local  papers  by  Mr.  Jasper  L.  Harben,  who 
presumably  obtained  it  at  the  United  States 
consulate.       While   we    see  no  reason    for 
modifying  our  criticism  of  the  publication 
in   Portuguese  alone  of    a  document  ad- 
dressed lo  the  President  and  people  of  the 
United  Slates,    we  consider  it  due   to  our 
friends  in  the  coffee  trade  here,  and  also  to 
ourselves,  lo  withdraw  everything   thai  im- 
plies a  lack  of  consideration   and  courtesy 
toward  ourselves  on  their  part.     We  found 
it  exceedingly    difficult   to  believe   that  so 
marked  a  slight  could  have  been   intended 
on  the  part  of  business  men  with  whom  we 
have  been  associated  for  so  long  a  time,  but 
as  we  could  not  imagine  how  otherwise  the 
document  could  find  its  way  into  the  news- 
papers we  acted  upon  the  conclusion  that  it 
had  been  translated  and  sent  out  by  the 
parties  most  concerned.     As  the  case  now 
stands,  there  is  nothing   more   to    be  said. 
We  have  no  claim  upon  Mr,  Harben's  con- 
sideration,   as    his    connection    with    the 
native  press  renders  his  action    perfectly 
justifiable. 

Regarding  the  financial  situation  brought 
about  by  the  conflicting  measures  of  the 
minister  of  finance,  we  must  confess  our 
inability  to  offer  our  readers  any  satis- 
factory explanation.  We  can  learn  nothing 
from  the  minister's  pedantic  expositions, 
which  are  rich  in  quotations  from  foreign 
economists  on  questions  more  or  less  related 
to  what  he  considers  the  Brazilian  situation 
tb  be,  but  poor  and  strangely  unsatisfactory 
vhen  he  reaches  the  point  of  applying  his 
theories  to  existing  problems.  From  the 
iecrees  providing  for  the  conversion  and 
redemption  of  the  internal  bonded  debt, 
which  we  reproduce  in  another  place,  it 
will  he  seen  that  it  is  proposed  to  convert 
all  the  5  per  cent,  stock  into  gold  4  per 
cents,  to  provide  for  a  fixed  redemption  in 
the  terms  of  a  law  of  1S27,  and  lo  redeem 
the  outstanding  loan  of  1889  with  the  gold 
deposited  by  issue  banks  to  secure  their 
note  circulation.  As  about  fifty  thousand 
contos  of  the  1S89  loan  are  deposited  to 
secure  this  circulation  and  as  the  gold  de- 
posits are  to  be  paid  out  for  the  other  fifty 
thousand  contos  which  are  to  be  retained  on 
deposit  in  place  of  the  gold,  a  very  peculiar 
complication  ensues.  The  apolices  depos- 
ited to  secure  bank  circulation  of  an  equi- 
valent nominal  value,  must  be  considered 
in  the  future  as  equal  to  gold;  in  this  case 
will  depositors  be  entitled  to  double  their 
issue  on  the  same  terms  as  the  gold  issue 
banks  ?  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  gold 
deposits  in  the  Treasury  are  replaced  by  the 
redeemed  1889  apolices,  will  not  these  same 
apolices  become  security  for  double  their 
face  value  in  currency  ?  In  either  case, 
will  there  not  be  an  infraction  of  the  bank- 
ing laws?  And  if  the  first  possibility  is 
not  realized,  will  there  not  be  an  inequality 
in  the  treatment  of  apolices  ol  the  same 
issue  ?  Then,  too,  by  the  terms  of  the 
decree  ol  January  17th  the  apolices  depos- 
ited become  non-negotiable  and  can  nol  be 


Such  is  the  infatuation  of  the  minister  ol 
finance   in  regard  to  the  creation  of  banks 
and  the  increase  of  currency,  that  it  is  idle 
perhaps  lo  waste  lime  and  effort  in  a  dis- 
cussion  which  can   lead  to  no  good  issue. 
At  the  same   lime,  however,  il    may    not  lie 
amiss    to   call   attention    to  a   few   general 
principles    which    are    certain    to    exert    a 
determining  influence  sooner  or  later.     In 
the  fust  place,  a  bank  is  an  Instrument  for 
the  development  of  commerce  and  industry, 
and  it  is  a  mistake   iherefure  to  consider  il 
a  principal,  or  active  agent,  in  that  work. 
To  create  banks  for  such  purposes  as  build- 
ing houses,  settling  lands,  opening  railway 
and  navigation  fines,   operating  plantations, 
mines,    factories,    ami    all    that,   is   an    eco- 
nomical blunder  of   the  gravest  character 
and   must  eventually   lea'!  to  disaster.     In 
fact,   the   organization   of  joint-stock   com- 
panies for  the  operation  of  small  lmliMties 
is  pernicious  and  demoralizing  in  the  high- 
est degree,  for  il  weakens  private  enterprise, 
destroys  private  capital,  induces  extravagant 
and   wasteful  administration,  and   lends   to 
strengthen   corporations  at  the   expense   of 
the    individual.      If  now    we    consider  that 
all   these   badly-conceived   banks  are  being 
largely  organized  with  credit  capital  and  are 
to  be   operated    with   borrowed  money,  we 
have  a  still  more  dangerous  situation,     A 
bank,  like  any   other  eiueiprise,  must  earn 
profit  on  some  productive  business,  and 
that    profit    must    be  cash.      Profits  created 
y    a    book-keeper,  and    which    arise    from 
buving  and  se'ling  concessions,  shares,  etc.. 
of  undertakings  not  in  actual  operation  nor 
paying   cash   dividends,   are  so  unreal  that 
no  one  ought  to  be  deceived  for  one  mo- 
ment.    Profits  like  capital  must  he  cash,  or 
something  having  a  cash  or  exchangeable 
value.      If  now  il  is  undertaken  to  carry  on 
a   fictitious  business,  or  one  which  does  not 
yielo    cash    profits,    with    borrowed    capital, 
how    is   it    proposed  to   meet   interest  and 
redemption  charges?       ft  is  idle  to  suppose 
thai   an    increased    paper  currency,   or  the 
results  of  all  these  projected  industries,  will 
meet  these  obligations.       An  interest   and 
redemption   charge   on  the  millions  already 
borrowed  is  a  very  serious  matter,  and  is 
not  to  be  treated   with  the  airy  hopefulness 
of  the  voting   men    who   were  going  lo  pay 
the    Brazilian    foreign    debt,    just    after  the 
revolution,   by     a    popular    national    sub- 
scription.     It  ought  to  tie  apparent  to  every 
honest  and  icllective  Brazilian  that  there  is 
and  can   be  no  legitimate   business  for  all 
these  banks,   consequently  there  is  nothing 
left  for  them  but  to  prey  upon  commerce 
and   industry.       Instead    of   assisting    the 
counlry,  they  will  be  obstacles  and  burdens. 
Then,  too,  the  same  general  principles  hold 
good  in  the  matter  of  currency.    Too  much 
paper  money  will  be  an  obstacle  to  develop- 
ment and  a  burden   upon  the  people.      If 
all  the  business  of  the  country  was  trans- 
acted,   clumsily  and   expensively  perhaps, 
one    year    ago    with    200,000,000;?,    then 
where  is  the  proof  that  600,000,0003  are 
required   to-day.     Issuing  paper  merely  to 
assist   speculators,  to   enable  certain   banks 
to  make  loans,  buy   up   unproductive  pro- 
perties, and  create   factories,    railways,  etc., 
with    no  certainty    of  a  profitable  result,  is 
clearly  not  meeting  a  legitimate  \\^c<\  of  the 
country.      The    basis    of    all    wealth   and 
development  is  productive  labor;   until  that 
is  obtained  all  these  instruments  of  con- 
version,   distribution    and    exchange    may 
very   well   wait   undeveloped.     As   long  as 
all  this  new  development  is  confined  to  Rio 
and    two   or  three  more  cities,  and  as  long 
as   the   planter  spends   more   time  in  the 
stock  market  than   on  his  plantation,   there 
is   veiy   little  chance   for  a   genuine,  per- 
manent national  development.

To  the  Editor  of  Tht  Rto  Newt, 

Sir,—  The  following  cose,  which  has  tjeen  re- 
ferred to ,  the  courtu  here  for  settlement,  will 
perhaps  be  of  general  interest  to  your  renders,  for 
it  concerns  ft  practice  of  wliich  others  besides  our- 
selves have  had  cause  to  complain. 
-  The  Royal  Mnll  air.  Thames  arrived  here  on 
the  13th  uft.,  bringing  us  our  usual  consignment  of 
goods  deposited  in  the  frigorific  chamber.  Our 
implication  lor  an  order  to  go  cm  board  and  receive 
the  goods  that  evening  was  refused,  but  a  promise 
was  made  that  an  early  delivery  should  be  made 
the  next  day,  and  we  were  assured  that  no  other 
party,  or  parties,  would  be  granted  permission  to 
receive  goods  on  board,  it  being  resolved  to  deliver 
nothing  before  discharging  the  goods  at  the 
custom-house.  Had  this  rule  been  impartially  en- 
forced we  could  have  made  no  complaint;  but  the 
agency  here  complied  with  its  agreement  in  neither 
respect.  On  the  following  clay  we  found  thai  not 
only  had  others  been  granted  orders  to  receive 
goods  on  board  early  in  the  day  (14th),  but  thnt 
our  own  consignment  had  not  been  landed.  The 
losses  resulting  to  ourselves  and  the  manifest  un- 
fairness and  partiality  of  tlie  agency  in  this  matter, 
have  compelled  us  to  refuse  acceptance  of  the 
goods  and  to  refer  the  question  to  the  courts. 

In  view  of  the  circumstance  that  complaints  o( 
this  character  are  very  frequent  against  the  Royal 
Mail  agency  here  in  Rio,  where  the  employe's  per- 
mit personal  dislikes  and  questions  to  bias  their 
action,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  directors  of  the  com- 
pany should  at  once  take  some  notice  of  them. 
The  Royal  Mail  company  bos  been  so  long  on  this 
coast  and  is  so  highly  esteemed  that  it  will  be  a 
matter  (or  deep  regret  to  see  its  reputation  injured 
by  the  unfair  and  inconsiderate  conduct  of  its  em- 
ployes. Not  only  have  we  to  complain  of  the  in- 
excusable discrimination  above  cited,  but  also  oi 
inattention  to  our  letters  and  complaints.

INTERNAL  .DEBT    CONVERSION    AND 

SINKING  FUND. 

Dtctee  No.  —  o/Octohet  6t/i,  iSgo. 

Marshal  Manoel  Deodoro  da  Fonseca,  chief  of 
the  provisional  government,  constituted  by  the 
army  and  navy,  in  the  name  of  llie  nation, 

Decrees  :* 

Art.  /.—The  quota  instituted  by  Art  57,  cj  2  of 
the  law  of  November  tjlli,  1827,  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  national  debt  is  fixed,  for  the  present  5 
per  cenl.  stock  {afioliees),  at  two  per  cent,  per  se- 
mester, the  government  reserving  the  right  to  ac- 
celerate this  operation,  to  the  extent  permitted  by 
the  conditions  of  the  market,  and  demanded  by  the 
interests  of  the  country,  and  in  this  manner  to 
secure  not  only  the  redemption,  but  also  the  conver- 
sion of  the  internal  funded  debt. 

The  stock  subject  lo  this  operation  will  lie,  with- 
in the  limits  fixed  by  the  minister  of  finance  in  each 
semester,  purchased  in  the  market,  or  designated 
by  lot,  in  which  latter  case  it  will  be  re-paid  at  par 
in  current  funds. 

Art,  3.—  The  5  per  cent,  stock  belonging  to  be- 
nevolent or  charitable  associations  and  to  mortmain 
corporations  is  excepted  from  the  drawings  by  lot. 

Such  stock  will  be  cancelled  and  substituted  by 
"income  bonds"  (Utulos  de  retuta)  ol  the  republic 
lo  an  equal  value  as  that  of  the  cancelled  stock  and 
endowed  with  the  same  privileges  possessed  by  it. 

From  the  income  bonds  these  holders  will  con- 
tinue to  receive  the  same  interest  of  five  per  cent. ; 
but  they  wilt  be  subjected  to  a  sinking  fund  of  1  per 
cent,  per  annum,  the  product  of  which  will  then  be 
converted  into  stock  (apolUts)  of  the  species  pre- 
scribed in  Arts.  3  and  4. 

Art.  3.— tt  is  optional  to  the  holders  of  5  per 
cenl.  stock  to  immediately  require  the  conversion 
at  par  in  titles  registered,  or  lo  bearer,  earning  4  per 
cent,  interest  per  annum,  payable  in  gold  quarterly, 
and  under  the  conditions  of  Art.  4. 

$  1— Requests  for  conversion  willt>e  accompanied 
by  the  stock  and  other  necessary  documents,  and 
addressed  to  the  department  where  the  titles  are 
registered. 

5  2— To  require  conversion  no  judicial  authoriz- 
ation, nor  formality,  is  requisite  for : 

Guardians,  curators,  managers,  administrators 
and  oilier  legal  or  necessary  representatives  of 
owners  of  the  titles; 

Holders  of  life- interests,  and  heirs- in- trust  in 
■case  of  iife  interests,  or  commission  futei. 

v  3— The  conversion  once  solicited,  it  will  be 
rendered  effective,  notwithstanding  ulterior  acts  of 
the  holders. 

Atl.  4. — To  meet  the  redemption  and  conversion, 
the  government  will  issue,  whenever  it  may  con- 
sider opportune,  bonds  with  an  annual  interest 
never  exceeding  4  per  cent,  payable  quarterly  in 
gold; 

Such  bonds  will  enjoy  all  the  privileges  conceded 
to  the  present  tides  of  the  public  debt  and  will  be 
registered  {nominatives)  with  interest  puyaole  by 
means  of  cheques  of  the  Caixa  da  Amortizacao  and 
of  the  sub-Treasuries,  or  lo  bearer,  by  means  of 
coupons  payable  at  the  same  departments  and  in 
the  markets  of  Europe  and  of  America,  to  be  indi- 
cated by  the  department  of  finance, 

After  the  delivery  of  the  titles,  registered  stock 
may  be,  at  the  option  of  the  holder,  substituted  for 
bonds  to  bearer  and  viee.vetsa,  the  interested  party 
satisfying  the  stamp  tax,  which  under  laws  in  lurce 
is  due  upon  transfers. 

Art  jf.~~ The  present  stock  and  that  registered, 
issued  in  conformity  with  the  preceding  article, 
which  may  be  burdened  with  conditional  clauses, 
will  be  paid  in  cose  of  drawing  by  lot,  or  substi- 
tuted by  bonds  to  bearer,  only  in  case  that  there  be 
presented  authorization  from  the  competent  au- 
thority. 

Art.  6. — Stock,  the  conversion  of  which  is  de- 
manded, will  earn  interest  at  5  percent,  in  current 
funds  up  to  the  end  of  the.  semester  within  which 
the  demand  is  made,  and  thenceforward  4  per  cent, 
in  gold.

Art.  f, — The  exchange  of  the  five  per  cent, 
stock  for  holders  who  demand  the  conversion  will 
be  effected,  without  expense  to  them,  within  the 
shortest  possible  period  that  the  Treasury,  the 
Caixa  da  Amortizacao  and  ihe  sub-Treasuries  can 
execute  this  labor. 

In  so  long,  however,  as  this  operation  is  not  con- 
cluded the  present  slock  will  serve  in  transfers  ami 
other  transactions,  it  to  be  returned  by  the  depart. 
metils  to  which  it  lias  been  presented,  after  being 
marked  with  a  stamp  containing  the  declaration 
thnt  it  earns  4  per  cent,  interest  in  gold.

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  granted  200,000 
hectares  of  land  at  Jalmticabal,  Sao  Paulo,  to  the 
Visomde  de  Areozello  for  the  location  of  5,000  fami- 
lies of  immigrants.

—A  poor  workman  complains  of  having  been 
arrested  near  Juiz  de  Frira  on  the  21st  ult.  for 
being  drunk,  on  which  occasion  he  was  most 
brutally  beaten  by  the  soldiers  and  then  locked  up 
for  three  days,  h  it  not  full  time  that  the 
perpetrators  of  these  outrages  should  be  made 
legally  responsible  for  their  brutality  ? 

—The  town  jail  of  Leopoldina,  Minas  Geraea, 
contains  a  young  brute  named  Gregorio  Jeronymo, 
who  assaulted  his  own  mother  on  the  2nd  ult.  and 
was  prevented  from  realizing  his  criminal  purposes 
by  the  interference  of  neighbors  attracted  by  her 
screams.  It  is  a  great  pity  (hat  fudge  Lynch  can 
not  be  called  iu  to  try  a  few  ol  these  cases. 

—A  Mogy-mirim,  S.  Paulo,  journal  says  that 
over  4,000  people  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
bishop  at  ihe  diocese.  The  same  authority  says 
that  the  Positivists  who  are  governing  the  country 
may  do  their  liest  to  implant  the  religion  of  Comte, 
bui  that  the  Brazilian  people  always  were  and  will 
continue  to  he  Catholic.  These  good  Catholics 
seem  to  have  kept  away  from  the  polls,  however. 

—A  letter  published  in  a  Diamantina  paper,  Mi- 
nas Geraes,  and  dated  2lst  September,  calls  atten- 
tion tu  the  impoverished  condition  of  the  people  in 
the  northern  part  of  that  slate.  It  is  said  that  they 
have  suffered  terribly  from  drouth  and  have  been 
enduring  extreme  poverty,  even  hunger,  for  a  long 
time,  h  is  asserted  that  many  deaths  have  occur- 
red from  starvation.  All  this  has  led  to  a  state  of 
absolute  anarchy,  the  people  resnrling  to  theft, 
robbery  and  murder  for  the  rebel  of  their  necessities. 

—  If  the  telegraph  has  not  deceived  us,  the  stale 
of  Minas  is  going  to  have  a  constitution  that  will 
astonish  the  world.  It  copies  the  national  project 
as  far  as  possible,  and  when  copying  will  not  serve 
it  branches  out  in  directions  that  are  as  impractica- 
ble as  they  ate  original.  For  instance:  the  legis- 
lature will  have  two  chambers,  the  lower  being 
elected  hy  popular  suffrage,  and  the  higher  by  a 
special  electoral  body  composed  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  aldeimen,  college  graduates  and  the  clergy. 
It  is  also  provided  dial  every  public  act  effected  in 
presence  of  an  armed  military  force  or  under  the 
pressure  of  seditious  gioups,  is  null  and  void. 

—A  suspicious  individual  appeared  at  the  Hotel 
Rio  de  Janeiro  in  Juiz  de  F6ra  on  the  26th  ult., 
who  registered  ao  "Dr.  Arthur  A.  Maciel,  ttitJktna, 
Canta  Thereza."  His  bad  spelling  attracted  at- 
tention and  then  suspicion,  and  this  iu  time  led  toa 
police  inquiry  as  to  his  identity.  An  investigation 
of  his  eftects  disclosed  bids  in  favor  of  B.  W. 
Kilburn  and  Miss  Kate  Killelea,  both  of  which 
were  stolen,  we  believe,  from  guests  of  Carson's 
Hold  in  this  city  some  days  ago.  It  would  appear, 
therefore,  that  the  thief  who  made  so  extensive 
a  rohliery  here  has  been  discovered  by  pure  acci- 
dent, and  through  Ins  desire  lo  figure  as  a  medico. 
The  fel  lowwas  subsequently  brought  to  Riu  and 
identified  as  the  man  who  robbed  a  number  ol 
guests  at  Carson's  Hotel. 


Railroad    Notes 


-An  extension  of  60  days  has  been  granted  to 
the  Rio  Boiiilo  and  Cabo  Frio  company  lor  the 
presentation  of  definite  surveys. 

-The  minister  of  agriculture  has  allowed  a  10 
per   cent,   reduction   in   freight  rates   on    material 
ippcd  from  Rio  to  Sao  Paulo  for  account  of  pub- 
lic works. 

-Judging   from   the  almost  daily  accidents  oc- 
:rring  on  the  tram  lines   of  this  city,  il   must  be 
confessed  that  those  compulsory  life  preservers  are 
not  proving  a  success. 

— The  traffic  receipts  of  the    Leopoldina  railway 
impany   in     September     were    947,419^200.       In 
Idiiion   to   this   sum,    tlie  Docas    Pedro    It   and 
warehouse  produced  40,3Si$7io. 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  loili  grants  an  extension 
f  time  up  to  January  nth,  1S91,  for  the  Pelotas 
nd  Colonies  railway  company  to  commence  work 
on  their  road  to  the  S.  l.ourenco  colonies,  Rio 
Grande'do  Sul. 

— A  decree  of  the  vice-governor  of  Espirito 
Santo  dated  on  the  [4th  ult.  reduced  from  6  to  5 
percent,  the  interest  guarantee  0111,500,000$,  the 
amount  of  capital  fixed  for  a  railway  from  S.  Ma- 
tlieus  to  the  Aymores  mountains. 

—On  the  30th  ult.  Llie  Central  of  Brazil  railway 
notified  the  public  (hat  until  Further  notice  no 
freight  would  be  received  for  stations  beyond 
Cachoeira,  as  all  llie  warehouses  ami  stores  are  full 
of  merchandise  that  can  not  be  forwarded  to  its 
destination.  Why  and  wherefore  such  a  condition 
of  affairs  exists  on  the  railway  thai  resists  all  at- 
tempts at  competition,  is  not  explained. 

—To  the  Muzamhinlio  railway  company  has  been 
conceded  a  monopoly  (or  50  years  lor  the  con- 
struction, use  and  enjoyment  of  the  extension  of 
llie  Minas  and  Rio  railway  from  the  present 
terminal  point  at  Tres  Coracoes  do  Rio  Verde  to  a 
navigable  point,  together  with  the  construction, 
use  and  enjoyment  of  a  branch  of  llie  said  road,: 
which,  leaving  kilometre  106,  terminates  at  the  city 
of  Campanha,  passing  by  the  Lambary  watering 
place  and  Cambuqueira.

—The  gold  quotation  is  still  rising  at  Buenos 
Aires.     It  was  261  on  Saturday  last. 

—The  president  ol  Uruguay  has  presented  a 
series  of  projects  to  Congress  for  the  improvement 
of  the  financial  condition  of  that  country. 

—The  Uruguayan  Chamber  of  Deputies  has 
voted  an  increase  ol  number.  If  tins  means  better 
legislation  no  one  will  complain,  but  il  probably 
means  only  increased  expense, 

—Serious  disorders  have  occurred  at  Cordoba 
between  the  followers  of  Juarez  Celman  and  the 
Union  Civica.  Several  men  are  reported  to  have 
been  killed  and  wounded. 

—The  suicides  at  Buenos  Aires  and  Montevideo 
are  becoming  painfully  numerous.  It  is  always 
the  case  after  a  disastrous  crisis  in  speculation. 
How    wilt   it   be   here    in    Rio   de  Janeiro  ? 

—During  a  speech  at  a  popular  meeting  in 
Buenos  Aires  on  the  19th  alt.,  Dr.  Davison  charged 
that  the  frauds  committed  during  the  past  four 
years,  under  ihe  Celman  administration,  may  be 
estimated  at  $300,000,000  ! 

—The  new  electoral  registry  in  Argentina  took 
place  on  Saturday,  on  which  occasion  Dr.  Alem 
issued  an  address  to  the  registry  commissions 
threatening  them  with  popular  resentment  if  any 
irregularities  are  committed. 

—As  we  have  been  anticipating,  Dr.  Berdier,  the 
Argentine  consul  at  this  port,  has  found  occasion 
to  telegraph  a  case  or  two  of  yellow  fever,  in 
order  to  furnish  a  pretext  for  quarantine.  This 
time,  however,  the  consul  bad  to  go  over  to  Nic- 
therov  after  iiis  cases.

—If  Gen.  Deodoro  is  not  enabled  to  pass  an  ex- 
animation  in  political  economy,  the  lault  will  not 
be  that  of  his  minister  of  finance, 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  24th  ult.  grants  packet 
privileges  to  the  steamers  ol  the  Brazil  Oriental  e 
Diques  Fluctuates  company. 

—Of  course  Gen.  Deodoro  was  not  aware  that 
he  was  infringing  republican  rules  in  sending  a 
personal  representative  to  Sao  Paulo. 

—On  the  29th  ult.  the  Duirw  de  Noticias  pub- 
lishes an  extract  from  a  Buenos  Aires  journal  in 
which  a  Rio  journal  is  not  exactly  treated  with  kid 
gloves. 

—The  municipal  authorities  propose  to  spend 
60,000$  in  celebrating  the  151I1  inst.  Celebrations 
come  high,  and  the  municipality  is  fairly  rolling  in 
wealth. 

—An  application  for  a  75  years  monopoly  to  sup- 
ply sea-water  to  dwellings  in  Rio  has  been  refused. 
It  seems  a  pity  too;  for  the  request  was  so  very 
modest. 

—Thieves  tried  to  break  into  the  building  occupied 
by  the  Supreme  Tribunal  of  Justice  on  the  28th  ult. 
What  ihey  expected  to  make  out  of  the  speculation 
is  a  mystery. 

—On  the  28th  ult.  the  Gasela  de  Noticias  pub- 
lishes an  article  written  by  a  member  of  (lie  Bra- 
zilian Missoes  boundary  commission,  that  will 
hardly  please  Sr.  Moreno. 

—Come,  Sylvestre  !  Do  not  be  so  very  bashful !

—On  the  2S1.I1  ult.  the  British  gunboat  Bramble 
arrived  here  from  Bahia  and  saluted  the  Brazilian 
flag.  This  is  the  first  official  salute  since  Great 
Britain  recognised  the  republic.

—The  preparatory  sessions  of  Congress  are  to 
begin  on  the  4th,  at  1 1  a.  m. 

—The  various  forts  in  and  about  the  harbor  are 
now  all  connected  by  submarine  Cables, 

—Another  poet  in  luck  I  And  lie  did  not  have 
to  kill  his  uncle  either.  Rozendo  Moniz  has  been 
retired  on  half  pay  from  the  chair  of  philosophy 
in  the  Dom  Pedro  II  College. 

—The  operations  of  thieves  and  burglars  are 
again  becoming  so  frequent  and  bold  as  lo  excite 
general  apprehension.  We  can  suggest  no  other 
satisfactory  remedy  than  the  revolver. 

—The  war  arsenal  has  sent  10,000  new  Com- 
blain  rifles,  just  received  from  Europe,  to  the 
armory  for  modifications  required  by  the  commis- 
sion on  the  improvement  ol  war  material. 

—The  2nd  regiment  of  artillery  returned  from  its 
excursion  lo  Sao  Paulo  on  the  31st.  The  soldiers 
have  been  much  praised  (or  having  behaved  them- 
selves while  in  Sao  Paulo  and  during  the  journey. 
—The  government  proposes  to  execute  (be  plans 
proposed  by  engineer  Revy  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Lflgda  Kodrigo  de  Freitas.  Proposals  for 
the  work  are  lo  be  received  up  to  the  8th  inst. 

—A  decree  on  the  271I1  ult.  condemns  Ihe  follow- 
ing properties  for  public  use  1  Nos.  2  and  4.  Praca 
da  Acelamaeao,  and  Nos.  52  and  54,  Kua  Visconde 
do  Rio  Branco,  which  are  to  be  attached  to  the 
National  Museum. 

— A  tram  ran  over  a  retired  general  near  the  city 
hall  on  Saturday,  nearly  killing  him,  and  another 
ran  over  a  citizen  in  the  Largo  do  Rocio  yester- 
day with  perfect  success.  These  tramway  accidents 
are  becoming  painfully  frequent. 

—The  United  Stales  corvettes  Pensacola,  Captain 
Albert  Kant?,  and  Essex,  Captain  A.  S.  Snow, 
arrived  here  from  Bahia  on  the  1st  inst,  The 
Pensacola  carries  the  pennant  of  Rear- Admiral  W. 
P.  McCaun.  We  are  informed  that  the  two  vessels 
will  remain  in  port  only  a  few  days. 

—Our  Platine  neighbors  will  probably  regret  to 
hear  that  the  health  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  continues 
exceptionally  good.  The  season  tlius  far  has  been 
unusually  cool,  the  city  is  clean  and  the  death  rate 
very  low.  In  consequence  of  all  this,  there  is  as 
yet  no  occasion  for  the  customary  quarantine. 

—We  are  much  plensed  to  see  that  Brazil  has 
been  invited  to  help  locate  an  international  prime 
meridian  at  Jerusalem.  It  is  a  splendid  idea,  and 
wc  trust  Buy  will  at  once  decree  a  credit  of  5,000,- 
000$  for  the  purpose  and  charge  the  banco  Con- 
structor with  the  job  ol  moving  the  Rio  meridian 
to  its  new  resting  place. 

—On  the  1st  a  memorial  was  passed  around  ask- 
ing  den  Deodoro  to  annul  the  constitution  and  to 
decree  that  Gen.  Ruy  Barbosa;  by  the  Grace  of  God 
and  choice  ol  his  admirers,  is  the  only  person  that 
can  direct  Brazilian  finances.  It  may  lie  remem- 
bered that  on  the  91b  ol  November,  1889,  a  bronze 
statue  was  voted  for  Sr.  AfTonso  Celso  ! 

— Among  the  arrivals  here  hist  week  were  Mrs. 
Fannie  R.  Ward  and  daughter,  who  are  making  a 
journey  around  South  America  as  correspondents 
for  a  syndicate  of  six  leading  American  newspapers. 
They  have  now,  after  a  year's  absence  from  home, 
nearly  completed  their  task  and  expect  to  leave  for 
New  York  by  the  next  American  steamer. 

—The  next  meeting  of  the  English  literary  soci- 
ety will  be  held  at  No.  302  f  formerly  266)  Praia 
de  Holafogo,  on  Wednesday  evening,  November 
5th,  a[  8 p.  in.,  when  a  paper  will  lie  read  by  Mr. 
Davis,  of  the  Western  &  Brazilian  Co.,  on  "Practi- 
cal Telegraphy."  Mr.  Lamoureux  extends  a  cor- 
dial invitation  to  all  who  may  desire  lo  attend, 

— One  of  the  queerest  measures  for  organizing 
the  republic  by  imperial  methods,  was  the  publica- 
tion of  by-laws  last  week  by  the  minister  of  interior, 
for  the  internal  government  ol  the  two  houses 
which  are  about  lo  meet.  It  is  an  established 
principle  of  free  government  that  the  legislative 
body  should  be  free  from  executive  control,  and 
should  manage  its  own  affairs.

—  It  is  disheartening  to  see  some  of  the  local 
press  admiring  the  masses  of  half-burnt  brick  With 
stucco  facings  thai  are  going  up  all  ovci  Rio  and 
are  called  houses.  These  buildings  will  neither 
serve  as  protection  against  damp,  nor  bent,  ami 
their  prclliness  will  rapidly  disappear  under  the 
Rio  climate,  that  soon  turns  the  pinkest  and 
yellowest  ol  stucco  into  a  grimy  mass  that  is  any. 
thing  bill  pleasant  to  the  eye. 

—The  DmHo  Opti.it  tm  the  30th,  publishes  the 
following  under  tiie  heading  of  "Department  of 
Public  Instiiiclion,  Posi  Offices  and  Telegraphs  ;  " 
October  35th,  1890:  "The  Western  and  BraStlifln 
Telegraph  Company,  Limited — asking  authority  to 
lay  an  alternative  submarine  cable  to  that  which  it 
wmks  along  the  coast  of  Brazil.  As  is  requested, 
n  conformity  with  the  reports."  Wc  congratulate 
he  company  on  its  perseverance  and  success, 


—Still  further  amendments  to  the  constitutional 
project  appeared  on  the  1st,  by  winch  il  postpones 
the  lime  for  abolition  of  export  duties  from  1S95 
to  189S ;  specifics  the  members  of  religious  orders 
ineligible  to  Congress;  reduces  the  period  of  resi- 
dence for  naturalized  loreigners  for  eligibility  to  the 
Chamber  and  Senate  from  7  and  9  years  to  4  and  6 
years  ;  requires  senators  to  be  over  35  years  of 
age ;  and,  among  other  slight  changes,  provides 
more  explicitly  for  the  legality  of  Ihe  acts  of  the 
provisional  government. 

— It  you  wish  to  see  something  to  make  the  blood 
boil,  go  down  to  the  corner  of  the  Alfandega  an;l 
Candelaria  and  sec  a  municipal  guard  compel  the 
porters  and  carters  turn  up  a  side  street  with  their 
loads  in  order  not  to  disturb  the  loafers  who  persist 
in  occupying  the  Rua  da  Alfandega  between  the 
Candelaria  and  l"  de  Marco.  The  men  who  eari 
an  honest  living,  however  huYnhle  they  may  be, 
have  a  far  better  right  to  the  public  street  than  the 
vagabonds  who  persist  in  blocking  traffic  in  that 
street  in  spite  of  every  protest. 

— A  contract  was  signed  with  Maurice  Panmani 
at  the  department  of  agriculture  on  the  31st  ult. 
for  the  creation  of  20  tnitgos  in  the  states  of  Sao 
Paulo,  Parana  and  Santa  Cat harina.  The  govern- 
ment grants  500,000  hectares  of  public  lands  for 
the  purpose  and  agrees  to  give  15,000  hectares 
more  to  each  butgo,  which  raises  the  total  grant  to 
800,000  hectares,  on  which  the  grantee  is  required 
'o  establish  10,000  families.  It  is  to  be  feared  tha 
the  minister  is  overdoing  ibis  colonization  business; 
It  looks  both  suspicious  and  perilous. 


—The  Jornal  has  been  stirring  up  the  cattle 
merchants  during  the  past  week  on  account  ol  the 
high  price  ol  fresh  beef.  II  the  Jotnal  will  help 
to  break  down  the  monopolies  which  make  these 
abuses  possible,  perhaps  wc  shall  in  time  have  less 
cause  for  complaint. 

— It  appears  lo  be  decided  that  the  parade  on  the 
151b  will  be  formed  by  4  battalions  of  regular  in- 
fantry, 2  regiments  of  cavalry  and  a  regiment  of 
horse  artillery,  the  cadets  of  the  military  academy, 
a  naval  brigade  and  the  marine  corps,  a  cavalry 
regiment  and  3  battalions  of  police,  About  7,000 
men  all  told. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  refused  the  appli- 
cation of  an  ex-pensioner  of  the  Emperor  to  lie 
continued  on  Ihe  list,  because  the  law  faculty  of  S. 
Paulo  docs  not  give  Sr.  Carlos  Soares  dc  Souza  a 
very  favorable  record  as  to  bis  improvement.  We 
arc  afraid  that  a  good  many  of  the  kind  old  gentle- 
man's proteges  are  in  similar  circumstances. 

—In  the  past  ten  years  the  national  and  state  in- 
debtedness lias  decreased  bom  $2,127,017,999  in 
1880,  lo  1,055,712,80s  in  1S90,  while  the  wealth 
of  the  country  has  increased  40  per  cent.,  it  now 
aggregating  the  handsome  total  of  $71,500,000,- 
000. — American  Exchange.  Nol  quite  so  good  a 
show  as  to  wealth  as  brazil  makes,  bul  very  fair 
for  a  North  American  republic, 

—According  to  the  Gasela  de  Noticias  of  the  26th 
the  models  of"  the  new  bank  notes,  treasury  notes 
and  apolices  lo  be  printed  at  the  Mint,  are  now 
ready  and  are  "superior  works  of  art."  Our  col- 
league says  lhal  the  Mint  is  fully  prepared  for  the 
execution  of  these  descriptions  of  work,  which  we 
understand  to  be  by  some  process  of  etching  on 
zinc  plates.  In  our  opinion,  ihe  Mint  is  far  from 
being  prepared,  either  in  material  or  workmen,  for 
the  execution  of  finely  engraved  work.  The 
wretched  postage  stamps  issued  arc  a  proof  of  this 
statement.  Why  the  Mint  should  slop  coining 
silver,  which  it  can  do,  in  order  lo  make  an  at- 
tempt at  bank-note  printing,  which  il  can  not  do 
well,  is  past  all  explanation.

as  a  poet — never !  We  are  sorry  to  pari  company 
with  the  Novidades  in  this— bul  when  a  poet,  or  a 
bass  horn,  kills  his  uncle,  we  propose  lo  back  up 
the  law  and  have  the  execution  ordered  just  as 
quickly  as  ihe  principal  performer  can  l>e  got  ready. 

-—Through  the  kindness  of  General  Franzhii  we 
have  been  shown  a  protest  from  a  number  of  Italian 
immigrants,  which  constitutes  a  very  serious  charge 
against  the  authorities  al  Pernambuco.  These  peo 
pic  were  induced  lo  leave  Buenos  Aires  by  immi- 
gration speculators,  but  were  unable  to  find  work 
at  Pernambuco,  where  they  were  offered  l$ooo  a 
day  at  the  "colonias"  which  they  refused  as  they 
claim  to  be  trades -people  ami  not  common  laborers. 
Some  act  of  harshness  on  the  part  of  a  policeman 
led  to  collisions  bet  ween  the  police  and  these  im- 
migrants on  the  loth  and  nth  ult..  in  which  a 
cavalry  force  took  part  and  a  number  ol  immigrants 
were  seriously  injured.  The  Italian  consul  inter- 
fered and  succeeded  in  gelling  his  countrymen  sent 
down  here,  where  this  protest  was  signed  on  the 
31st  ult.  If  this  is  to  be  the  experience  of  immi- 
grants, would  it  not  be  well  to  suspend  all  further 
speculation  in  that  direction  until  Brazilian  republi- 
cans learn  how  to  treat  these  strangers  with  more 
justice  and  humanity  ? 


REUGWl'S  DISQUALIFICATION. 

The  new  amendment  lo  the  disqualifying  article 
of  the  constitution,  in  connection  with  the  ineligibil- 
ity of  churchmen  for  the  national  congress,  reads 
as  follows : 

"Art.  26. — The  following  are  ineligible  to  the 
National  Congress. 

rst.  —  The  regular  and  secular  members  of  re- 
ligious orders  {rtllghsos),  such  as  archbishops, 
bishops,  vicar-generals  andforantos,  parish  priests, 
coadjutors,  ami  all  the  clergymen  [sacerdoUs]  who 
exercise  authority  in  their  respective  confessions." 

This  of  course  excludes  every  clergyman  of  every 
denomination  who  is  in  the  active  exercise  of  his 
profession,  Il  leaves  us  in  the  dark,  however,  as 
to  the  high  priests  of  Positivism.  The  amendment 
now  leaves  no  doulil  as  to  the  anti-religious  senti- 
ment of  the  revolutionists  and  the  illiberal  character 
of  their  so-called  republicanism.  We  are  perhaps 
to  have  the  "reign  ol  reason"  of  the  French  re- 
volution all  over  again. 


A  SCHOOLBOY'S  VERSION. 

Feeling  ihe  necessity  of  supplementing  the  small 
school  histories  with  something  which  should  give 
the  children  some  idea  of  the  political  changes  thro1 
which  Brazil  has  lately  passed,  a  lady  teacher  of 
this  city  undertook  a  few  days  since  to  find  out  how 
far  her  little  pupils  were  familiar  with  the  new 
order  of  things.

—  Under  the  style  of  the  "Associacao  Americana 
de  Agendas,"  a  special  partnership  is  Lo  be  organ- 
ized here  lo  buy  and  sell  real  estate  on  commission, 
secure  patents,  etc. 

■—The  Villa  Mayrink,  S.  Paulo,  building  com- 
pany has  5,000,000$  ol  its  capital  in  hand  which 
will  be  at  once  employed  in  improving  its  property 
in  the  suburbs  of  Ihe  city  of  S.  Paulo. 

— A  decree  dated  on  Ihe  iSth  ulto.  grants  an 
interest  guarantee  of  6  per  cent,  on  30,000$  per 
kilometre  to  the  S.  Jc-ronynio  mines  company  for  a 
railway  extension  in  the  stale  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

—The  governor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  has  granted  a 
monopoly  for  50  years  with  an  interest  guarantee  of 
6  per  cent,  for  20  years  on  500,000$,  capital  to  be 
employed  in  furnishing  the  town  of  Uarrado  Pirahy 
with  tight,  water  and  drainage. 

-On  the  30th  ult.  0  Paiz  states  in  an  authorita- 
tive manner  that  the  minister  of  finance  will  pro- 
pose to  Congress  the  immediate  abolition  of  export 
duties.  This  is  decidedly  ouposed  to  the  constitu- 
tional amendment  postponing  the  abolition  of  these 
duties  lo  iSy!i.

—■The  prospectus  of  the  "Banco  Universal," 
capita!  5,000,000$,  bus  been  published  here.  It 
is  designed  to  serve  the  Catholic  party. 

—On  the  28th  0  Pais  announced  that  the  estim- 
ates for  the  department  of  marine  to  be  submitted 
to  the  legislature  would  be  2,500,000$  more  than 
those  organized  in  1888. 

—The  "Proteclora  dos  Operanos"  insurance 
company,  capital  1,000,000$,  will  insure  against 
accidents  by  land  and  sea,  besides  taking  the 
usual  lire  and  fire  risks. 

—A  company  is  being  organized  in  Juiz  de  F6ra 
with  the  title  "Unifto  e  Utilidade."  It  will  he  a 
novelty  in  company  promoting  to  float  one  that 
can  be  considered  of  "utility." 

—A  decree  dated  on  the  i8tb  ull.  authorizes  the 
organization  oi  a  joint-stock  beef  furnishing  com- 
pany. The  name  will  lie  "Abastecirncnto  dc 
Carnes  Verdes"  company  and  the  proposed  capital 
is  5,000,000$. 

—On  the  29th  ulto.  the  Casein  de  Notkiat  men- 
tions a  report  that  the  Lloyd  Hrozileira  had  sold 
the  Caclioeira  de  Itapemirlni,  Espirito  Santo,  rail- 
way for  ^200,000.  The  concession  is  referred  to, 
we  presume. 

—An  the  28th  ulto.  the  report  was  current  that 
the  contract  had  been  signed  which  binds  the 
Pernambuco  bank  of  issue  to  loan  the  state  io,- 
000,000$.  Where  are  Messrs.  Louis  Cohen  & 
Sons'  represen  to  lives  ? 

—Although  capitalist  May  rink  was  in  Sorocaba 
only  a  few  days,  he  improved  the  fleeting  moment 
by  organizing  a  joint-stock  company  with  a  capital 
of  1,000,000$,  which  is  to  be  known  as  the  "In- 
dustrial Santa  Rosalia." 

—An  application  to  organize  a  "mixed"  bank- 
whatever  that  may  be— to  lie  known  as  the  "Hanco 
da  llahia  e  Kio,"  has  been  refused  by  the  minister 
of  finance.  We  have  so  many  "mixed  banks,"  that 
one  more  would  do  Utile  harm. 

— The  local  press  contains  numerous  appeals  to 
subscribers  for  shares  in  various  companies  not  I 
pay 


t  calls.  It  is  curious  morality  that  leads  a  man 
to  assume  a  responsibility  and  then  quietly  refuse 
to  comply  with  his  engagements, 

—According  to  the  Diario  do  Cammercio  the 
company  that  guarantees  house  rents  (Garnntia  de 
Locatanos)  has  contracted  to  engineer  1511  [!] 
lotteries  for  the  state  of  Santa  Catharina.  This  is 
a  new  way  of  guaranteeing  house  rents. 

—On  the  28th  ulto.  the  share-holders  ot  the 
Ctnreio  do  Povo,  (journal)  agreed  to  sell  out  to  a 
syndicate  for  500,000$.  The  purchasers  are  to 
organize  a  company  with  a  capital  of  2,000,000$ 
within  60  days,  and  to  it  the  assets  and  liabilities 
of  the  Corrtio  will  be  transferred. 

—On  ihe  28th  ulto.  the  JoiHal  do  Commerc'w 
repotted  that  the  government  will  withdraw  die 
1880  gold  4  per  cent,  bonds.  If  there  are  53,000,- 
000$  of  these  bonds  deposited  by  the  banks  of 
issue,  over  one-half  of  the  loan  is  redeemed  by  this 
fact,  for  the  taw  prescribes  that  bonds  deposited 
are  no  longer  the  property  of  the  depositor. 

—The  minister  of  finance  has  decided  that  the 
following  companies  must  call  up  30  per  cent,  of 
their  capital  before  they  can  organize  :  National  de 
CaUoieria  e  Tanoaria,  Pedra  I'lastica  and  Moagem 
do  Cafe"  no  Brazil.  The  Tinturaria  company  is 
authorized  to  organize  with  only  to  per  cent. 
called  up. 

—On  the  27th  ulto.  the  Diario  Official  published 
the  minutes  of  the  organization  meeting  held  on 
the  6th  of  the  Iniciadora  de  Melhoramentos  com- 
pany. The  privileges  and  concessions  of  the  incor- 
porators were  estimated  at  4,000,000$,  but  2,000,. 
000$  was  generously  given  by  the  incorporators  to 
the  shareholders,  to  be  considered  a  bonus  upon 
their  shares. 

—The  proposal  of  the  governor  of  Parana  to  the 
creditors  of  his  state  is  to  pay  60  per  cent,  of  their 
claims.  Those  who  decline  this  liberal  offer  are 
informed  that  they  must  wait  until  the  state  can 
pay  them  and  that  interest  will  cease  from  January 
31st,  1S9I.  This  is  an  official  declaration  that  the 
state  of  Parana  is  bankrupt,  and  was  published 
here  in  the  Coneio  do  Povo  on  the  29th  ulto.  in  the 
form  of  a  decree  dated  on  the  16th. 

—On  the  29th  ulto.  a  memorial  signed  by  bro- 
kers and  merchants  was  going  around  asking 
the  minister  of  finance  to  authorize  hanks  with 
capitals  of  over  1,000,000$  to  issue  promissory 
notes  of  the  value  of  i,ooo$  up  to  10,000$  against 
debentures,  and  to  be  withdrawn  within  a  year. 
With  loans  oil  securities  reported  as  made  at  10  per 
cent,  interest  and  a  commission  added  that  brings 
the  accomodation  up  to  about  30  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, U  is  not  surprising  that  the  brokers  want 
some  relief. 

—The  municipality  of  Uheraba,  Miuas  Geraes, 
imposes  a  tax  of  2$  on  every  waggon  that  comes 
into  their  town  from  the  country;  every  owner 
of  a  waggon  in  the  town  pays  5$  per  annum;  every 
"fat  hog"  that  is  shipped  from  the  municipality 
pays  10$  and  every  kilogramme  »'  bacon  200  rs.^ 
II  this  is  not  enough,  every  "ambulatory  peddler," 
resident  or  non-resident  in  the  municipality,  who 
deals  in  foreign  merchandise,  must  pay  50$  per 
annum  for  each  box  be  uses,  "or  for  the  weight 
that  an  individual  can    carry." 

—If  the  minister  of  finance  feels  obliged  to  in- 
struct his  countrymen  In  the  rudiments  ot  political 
economy,  why  not  begin  with  the  primary  law  that 
labor  is  an  essential  factor  in  the  production  of 
wealth,  that  unrealized  capita!  and  watered  stock 
do  not  form  real  capital,  that  paper  currency  is  not 
real  money  but  a  promise  to  pay  money,  and  that 
all  these  promises  must  some  clay  be  paid  by  the 
products  of  labor?  Then,  too,  something  might 
be  said  to  excellent  advantage  of  the  futility  of 
trying  to  borrow  ourselves  rich,  as  was  done  with 
stub  disastrous  results  in  Argentina.  The  ex- 
perience of  this  latter  country  will  yield  valuable 
results  for  a  little  study  in  the  pari  of  the  minister, 


—  The  town  of  Sahara,  Minoi  Geraes,  has  bor- 
rowed 50,000$,  and  haii  received  15,000$  more 
from  the  government  for  the  construction  of  water- 
works, 

—The  explanation  given  in  the  Jormldo  torn- 
mereio  on  the  1st  as  to  municipal  finances  is  not 
altogether  clear.  II  It  be  true  thai  the  provisional 
municipal  chiefs  received  as  nn  Inheritance  from 
their  imperial  predecessors  a  foreign  louii  of  5,000,- 
000$  and  a  domestic  loan  of  1,000,000$,  it  is  no 
less  true  that  the  recent  tram  concessions  placed  a 
sum  almost  equal  to  the  foreign  loan  in  the  pro- 
visional  municipal  treasury.  Why  only  300,000$ 
of  the  internal  loan  is  paid  off  is  not  clear,  if  pro- 
vision has  been  made  for  the  service  of  the  foreign 
loan.  Municipal  finances  are  peculiar;  not  more  so 
perlmps  in  Rio  than  elsewhere, 

—The  following  companies  were  registered  at 
the  Junta  Commercial  \ax  the  latter  half  of  October. 
The  capital  is  nominal.
